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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Excellency,  Andrew  G.  Curtin, 

Governor  of  (he  (State  of  Pennsylvania, : 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Stale  Lunatic  Hospital,  the  undersigned,  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
respectfully  submit  to  you  their  eleventh  annual  report. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  1861,  there  were  two  hundred  and 
ninety-one  cases  in  the  Institution,  since  which  one  hundred  and  thirty-four 
have  been  admitted,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-five  have  been  discharged  or 
died,  leaving  two  hundred  and  eighty  under  care  at  the  close  of  the  same 
year.  The  entire  number  of  patients  under  care  during  the  year,  has  been 
four  hundred  and  twenty-five.  Of  the  number  remaining  in  the  Hospital, 
one  hundred  and  fifty-three  are  supported  by  the  public  authorities  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  by  their  friends.  Of  those  discharged  during  the 
year,  thirty  were  restored  to  health,  fifty  were  in  various  stages  of  improve- 
ment, forty-nine  were  regarded  as  stationary,  and  sixteen  died. 

This  statement,  however,  gives  but  an  inadequate  idea  of  the  benefits  re- 
sulting from  the  Hospital.  Although  the  restoration  to  society  and  to  useful- 
ness, of  so  many  citizens,  is  the  first  great  end  to  be  aimed  at,  the  additional 
comfort  given  to  nearly  every  one  thus  afflicted,  even  if  not  curable,  the  incal- 
culable relief  obtained  by  families  in  which  some  member  was  laboring  under 
the  heavy  calamity,  and  the  security  afforded  to  whole  neighborhoods  by  the 
humane  care  of  dangerous  and  irresponsible  individuals,  are  all  objects  of  the 
highest  importance,  and  the  value  of  which  can  scarcely  be  over-estimated. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  opening  of  the  wards,  the  Hospital  has  been  so 
full  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  ask  certain  counties  to  take  charge  of  a portion 
of  the  patients  who  had  been  sent  here  by  order  of  the  Courts,  or  of  such 
others  to  whom  the  Institution  seemed  least  likely  to  be  of  other  benefit  than 
affording  them  a comfortable  home.  In  no  one  of  these  cases  did  there  seem 
to  be  a probability  of  mental  improvement.  Much  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
regretted  being  compelled  to  authorize  this  course  to  be  adopted,  they  had  no 
alternative,  without  rejecting  recent  cases  from  various  sections  of  the  State, 
and  a majority  of  whom,  there  was  every  reason  to  believe,  would,  after  a 
few  months’  residence,  be  restored  to  their  homes  in  perfect  health 

The  only  remedy  for  this  state  of  things — and  it  is  one  which  this  Board 
believes  to  be  called  for,  by  every  dictate  of  humanity  and  sound  State 
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policy — is  to  increase  the  provision  for  the  Insane,  so  that  every  one  laboring 
under  such  an  affliction,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Commonwealth,  can  be 
able  to  partake  of  the  advantages  which,  at  this  time,  can  be  given  but  to  a 
portion  of  this  class  of  sufferers.  It  is  now  so  well  established,  that  the  most 
liberal  provision  for  restoring  the  citizens  of  a State  to  sound  mental  health 
and  usefulness,  in  a reasonable  period  of  time,  is  vastly  more  economical  than 
any  arrangements,  however  humble  their  character,  which  look  only  to  the 
permanent  security  and  support  of  the  same  class,  as  incurable,  that  no  further 
argument  on  this  branch  of  the  subject  can  be  necessary.  Many  incurable 
cases  cost  the  community  more  thousands  of  dollars  than  restored  patients  do 
hundreds,  or  parts  of  hundreds,  while  the  latter  become  productive  members 
of  society.  Nor  is  it  less  well  settled,  by  universal  experience,  that,  in  a 
large  majority  of  cases,  insanity  can  be  treated  with  the  highest  degree  of 
success  only  in  its  early  stages,  and  in  institutions  specially  arranged  for  its 
treatment,  with  abundant  provision  for  classification,  occupation  and  amuse- 
ment, under  the  direction  of  competent  medical  officers,  and  with  a great 
variety  of  means  and  appliances  that  can  hardly  be  got  together  but  by  the 
patronage  of  the  State,  or  extraordinary  efforts  of  private  liberality.  For 
these  reasons  there  is  good  ground  for  doubting  the  wisdom  or  ultimate  eco- 
nomy of  the  plans  for  county  asylums  for  the  Insane,  to  adopt  which  there 
has  appeared  to  be  a disposition  of  late,  in  some  quarters — for  there  are  few 
situations  in  which  the  number  of  cases  will  be  large  enough  to  justify  a 
proper  medical  organization  for  their  government,  and  without  which  there 
is  always  risk  of  their  degenerating  into  simple  receptacles  for  the  safe-keeping 
of  an  afflicted  class  of  our  fellow  beings,  rather  than  curative  institutions. 
Even  if  designed  for  those  who  are  supposed  to  be  incurable,  it  may  well  be 
doubted  whether  there  will  not  be  ultimate  loss,  by  separating  them  from  the 
more  recent  cases;  for  what  is  required  for  the  restoration  of  the  latter,  will 
always  tend  to  prevent  a lower  mental  and  physical  state  in  the  former,  and 
will  now  and  then  result  in  recoveries  where  least  anticipated. 

The  remarks  already  made,  apply  to  the  ordinary  insane;  but  there  is 
another  class,  for  whom  no  adequate  accommodations  have  yet  been  provided  in 
Pennsylvania.  Insane  criminals  form  no  inconsiderable  number  in  any  large 
community.  Their  general  character,  their  modes  of  life,  and  the  certain 
results  of  vicious  habits,  make  it  natural  that  the  ratio  of  mental  disease 
should  be  greater  among  them  than  in  the  honest  portion  of  society;  and  al- 
though the  proportion  of  them  in  our  State  is  quite  as  small  as  in  the  adjoin- 
ing ones,  there  are  still  enough  to  justify  some  special  provision  being  made 
for  their  care  and  treatment.  Careful  reflection  can  hardly  fail  to  satisfy  any 
inquirer,  that  these  individuals  should  not  be  indiscriminately  mixed  with  the 
cases  that  come  from  the  highest  and  best,  as  well  as  the  humblest  but  honest 
among  our  citizens;  and  experience  has  shown  that  something  more  than  the 
arrangements  proper  for  a modern  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  is  required,  to 
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protect  the  community  from  a class  that  often  embraces  men  of  the  most 
desperate  and  dangerous  character.  These  may  be  provided  for  in  a building 
specially  constructed  for  the  purpose,  either  on  the  grounds  of  one  of  our 
penal  institutions  or  adjacent  thereto,  or  on  such  other  site  as  might  be  deemed 
more  appropriate.  The  points  to  be  kept  steadily  in  view,  are,  that  criminals, 
even  when  insane,  are  not  to  be  associated  with  ordinary  patients,  and  that 
the  buildings  in  which  they  are  confined  should  have  special  architectural 
arrangements,  which,  while  giving  every  opportunity  for  treatment,  will  also 
effectually  provide  for  their  security  and  the  protection  of  the  community. 

In  the  first  establishment  of  this  Hospital,  it  became  a subject  of  interest- 
ing discussion  with  the  friends  of  the  Insane  and  the  Government,  to  decide 
in  what  manner  it  should  be  supported.  After  a thorough  examination  of 
the  systems  adopted  by  other  States,  and  the  wants  of  our  own  citizens,  with 
the  desire  to  give  the  widest  degree  of  usefulness  to  the  Institution,  it  was 
determined,  with  entire  unanimity,  to  place  the  rate  of  board  so  low  as  to 
prevent  any  reasonable  objection  being  made  by  those  in  humble  circum- 
stances, who  could  pay  for  their  friends,  or  by  counties  and  townships  which 
were  responsible  for  their  poor,  to  sending  them  to  the  Institution.  Eleven 
years  experience  gives  no  reason  to  doubt  the  wisdom  of  this  decision.  It 
was  known  that  this  system  must  render  necessary  a considerable  annual  ap- 
propriation by  the  State,  to  meet  the  deficiency  which  was  sure  to  result  from 
the  rate  of  board  being  placed  so  much  below  the  actual  cost  of  support;  and 
the  liberality  and  promptness  with  which  these  appropriations  have  been 
made  by  successive  Legislatures,  is  the  most  conclusive  proof  of  their  regard- 
ing the  system  as  subserving  the  best  interests  of  the  whole  community, 
without  being  oppressive  to  any  one  It  has  unquestionably  enabled  many 
families  in  very  moderate  circumstances  to  partake  of  the  benefits  of  the  Hos- 
pital, who  could  not  otherwise  have  done  so,  and  has  induced  distant  counties 
and  townships,  with  thinly  settled  populations — to  whom  a high  rate  would 
have  been  onerous — to  place  their  poor  in  creditable  accommodations,  instead 
of  keeping  them  in  a condition  of  wretchedness,  suffering  and  exposure,  un- 
worthy of  the  age  or  the  good  name  of  our  Commonwealth.  The  amount 
required,  in  successive  years,  to  make  up  the  deficiency  of  income  arising 
from  the  low  rate  of  board,  and  to  provide  means  for  keepiug  the  buildings 
and  fixtures  in  proper  repair,  is  so  small  in  comparison  with  the  benefits  at- 
tained, that  it  is  believed  no  tax-payer  could  well  object  to  contributing  the 
small  pittance  that  would  be  his  share  of  the  moderate  sum  annually  appro- 
priated. It  has  been  the  earnest  desire  of  every  Board  of  Trustees,  that  the 
Institution  should  always  be  managed  with  a strict  regard  to  economy,  but,  at 
the  same  time,  with  an  avoidance  of  that  mistaken  policy  which,  while  lessen- 
ing the  cost  of  its  support,  would  also,  in  a still  greater  degree,  prevent  its 
fulfilling  the  measure  of  usefulness  for  which  it  was  intended,  and  which  the 
community  have  a right  to  expect.  In  all  these  efforts,  the  Board  have  been 
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cordially  seconded  by  Dr.  John  Curwen,  the  able  and  faithful  Superintendent 
of  the  Institution,  from  its  foundation. 

While  much  more  may  yet  be  done  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  Insti- 
tution, its  arrangements  are,  in  most  respects,  quite  satisfactory.  In  this  con- 
nection it  is  proper  to  remark,  that  the  Hospital  has  cause  to  recognize  the 
generous  liberality  with  which  private  citizens  have  furnished  the  funds  for 
securing  a very  large  proportion  of  the  means  for  the  amusement  of  the  pa- 
tients, now  possessed  by  it.  To  this  source  we  are  indebted  for  the  museums 
and  reading  rooms,  the  ten-pin  alley,  apparatus  for  lectures,  a great  variety  of 
games,  libraries,  musical  instruments  and  other  objects  of  interest  and  utility. 
To  Miss  D.  L.  Dix,  the  indefatigable  friend  of  the  Insane,  and  to  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  Philadelphia  fund,  collected  by  her,  especial  thanks  are  due 
for  a large  part  of  what  has  just  been  referred  to. 

For  a detailed  statement  of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital,  for  the  usual 
statistical  tables,  and  other  matters  of  interest,  the  Board  would  refer  to  the 
accompanying  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  also  hereunto  appended,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  receipts  from  all  sources,  during  the  year,  have  amounted  $57,787  89, 
and  the  expenditures  during  the  same  period,  to  $57,698  92.  Although  the 
amount  of  outstanding  debts  is  still  inconveniently  large,  the  Act  of  the  last 
Legislature  on  this  subject  has  operated  very  beneficially.  Considerable  re- 
pairs to  the  buildings  are  absolutely  necessary  for  their  preservation,  at  the 
present  time;  and  for  the  completion  of  these,  for  the  payment  of  salaries,  and 
the  support  of  the  Institution,  the  Board  believe  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  appropriated  by  the  Legislature,  will  be  necessary. 

With  a deep  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  Institution,  confided  to  their 
care,  and  of  the  interest  which  the  whole  community  have  in  its  being  con- 
ducted on  an  efficient  and  liberal  foundation,  the  Board  of  Trustees  would 
again  commend  it  to  the  generous  recognition  and  benevolent  sympathy  of 
the  Executive  and  the  Legislature,  to  whose  enlightened  appreciation  of  its 
humane  character  and  wide  spread  usefulness,  it  must  always,  in  a great 
measure,  depend,  for  the  means  of  maintaining  a high  position  and  extending 
its  benefits  to  all  classes  of  society.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania,  State  Lunatic  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  During  the  year  1861,  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  patients 
were  admitted  : males,  eighty-four;  females,  fifty.  During  the  same  period, 
one  hundred  and  forty-five  patients  were  discharged  : males  eighty-six,  and 
females  fifty-nine. 

On  December  31st,  1861,  the  number  of  patients  remaining  in  the  Hos- 
pital was  two  hundred  and  eighty,  of  whom  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  were 
males,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  were  females. 

The  whole  number  under  treatment  in  the  course  of  the  year,  was  four 
hundred  and  twenty-five.

The  general  health  of  the  household  throughout  the  year  has  been  remark- 
ably good  and  the  freedom  from  all  acute  disorders  was  greater  than  we  could 
have  anticipated. 

New  and  unexpected  duties  have  been  thrown  upon  us,  equally  with  other 
classes  of  the  community. 

Our  immediate  proximity  to  the  camp  has  seemed  to  require  of  us  the  re- 
ception of  a number  of  cases  for  which  no  other  accommodations  could  be 
had,  and  while  the  great  majority  of  these  have  required  very  temporary 
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shelter  and  little  treatment,  many  have  remained  with  us  for  weeks,  and  for 
some  it  may  become  the  residence  for  months,  or  even  years. 

No  provision  has  yet  been  made  for  these  latter  cases  but  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  authorities  who  have  the  charge  of  those  matters 
will  see  that  the  proper  measures  are  taken  for  the  settlement  of  the  expenses 
thus  unexpectedly  and  necessarily  incurred. 

To  the  officers  and  all  employed  in  the  Hospital,  it  has  been  a source  of 
sincere  gratification  to  have  been  able  to  have  contributed,  even  in  a slight 
degree,  to  the  comfort  and  gratification  of  those  who  had  been  summoned  to 
the  defence  of  their  country. 

From  the  very  commencement  of  the  National  troubles  every  appliance  of 
the  Hospital  which  could  be  of  service  has  been  freely  placed  at  their  dis- 
posal. During  the  spring  and  summer  thousands  of  pounds  of  beef  and 
ham  were  cooked  and  hundreds  of  gallons  of  coffee  were  made  for  those  who 
were  pushing  onward  to  Washington,  or  who  were  returning;  whatever  articles 
could  be  made  for  the  sick  were  prepared  whenever  they  were  desired ; during 
the  fall  and  winter,  thus  far,  all  from  the  camp  who  desired  it  have  had  the 
opportunity  of  bathing  and  of  using  the  appliances  of  the  laundry,  and  to 
none  have  we  denied  the  privilege  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  Hospital. 

While  thus  affording  to  those  of  our  own  State  every  facility  they  desired, 
we  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  obligations  of  citizenship  in  ministering 
to  those  of  other  States,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota,  who,  by 
the  necessities  of  their  position,  required  such  assistance  as  it  was  in  our 
power  to  afford. 

The  misapprehension  which  pervades  the  public  mind  in  relation  to  the 
character  and  nature  of  insanity,  prompts  to  a statement  of  some  particulars 
which  may  serve  to  bring  about  a more  definite  understanding  of  the  subject. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  all,  that  as  no  two  persons  agree  in  the  expression  of 
countenance,  in  manner  and  character,  so  no  two  will  be  found  whose  mental 
constitution,  habits  of  thought  and  powers  of  memory,  imagination  and  judg- 
ment, their  passions  and  affections  bear  more  than  a seeming  resemblance 
to  one  another.  It  is  also  necessary  to  a correct  consideration  of  the  subject, 
that  the  fact,  so  well  established  by  all  experience,  be  kept  clearly  in  view, 
that  all  disorders  of  the  mind  owe  their  origin  to  some  deranged  condition  of 
the  organ  by  which  the  manifestations  of  mind  are  made  known  to  us  We 
know  so  little  of  the  mode  in  which  all  these  operations  are  carried  on,  that 
we  cannot  tell  how  this  or  that  bodily  disease  may  act  on  the  brain  and  nervous 
system,  and  thus  induce  a train  of  disordered  actions  which  may  lead  to  a de- 
ranged action  of  some  of  the  mental  powers.  The  organization  of  the  brain 
and  nervous  system  is  of  such  delicate  nature,  that  causes  apparently  trivial 
produce  often  very  severe  effects,  and  the  repetition  of  these  continued  for  a 
time  must  have  a very  active  influence  in  the  production  of  disease. 
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It  has  been  contended  by  physiologists  that  every  act  of  the  mind  produced 
a change  in  the  structure  of  the  brain ; so  long,  however,  as  these  changes 
are  carried  on  regularly  and  in  their  proper  order  nothing  unusual  will  be  ob- 
served; but  should  anything  occur  to  disorder  the  healthy  action,  such  as  vio- 
lent outbursts  of  temper,  too  free  indulgence  in  stimulants  of  any  kind,  too 
constant  exercise,  without  the  necessary  and  proper  rest  required,  a condition 
must  arise  inducing  a greater  susceptibility  to  disease,  if  disease  itself  be  not 
actually  produced. 

No  definition  of  insanity  has  ever  yet  been  given  which  would  clearly  and 
distinctly  include  all  the  variations  to  be  met  with  ; certain  forms  may  be  very 
readily  recognized  and  very  clearly  described,  but  there  is  still  a large  class  of 
mental  disorders  which  defy  all  accurate  definition  and  are  a source  of  grevious 
perplexity  to  all  who  have  not  made  them  their  special  study.  In  this  class 
are  included  all  those  cases  of  mental  disorder  which  have  proved  such  ob- 
stacles to  judges,  lawyers  and  juries,  and  have  even  caused  much  division  of 
opinion  among  medical  men. 

To  arrive  at  correct  conclusions  relative  to  this  latter  class,  it  does  not  be- 
come us  to  set  up  some  imaginary  standard,  clothed  with  certain  character- 
istics which  we  conceive  should  belong  to  it,  but  we  should  carefully  and 
judiciously  compare  the  conduct,  character,  the  expressions  and  general  tone 
and  peculiarities  of  the  conversation  with  what  the  individual  was  before  the 
character  we  are  now  examining  was  developed ; for  we  must  constantly 
bear  in  mind  that  insanity  is  not  some  new  thing  engrafted  on  the  individual, 
but  in  all  cases  is  a perversion  of  his  mental  and  moral  powers,  made  known 
by  the  change  in  his  demeanor,  his  affections,  his  passions  and  all  those  pecu- 
liar characteristics  which  go  to  make  up  the  individual  man. 

It  may  not  be  possible  in  this  way  to  come  at  once  to  a conclusion  in  all  cases, 
but  justice  to  the  individual  and  the  cause  of  truth  demand  that  such  a course 
should  be  rigorously  pursued.  There  may  be,  as  there  have  heretofore  been, 
cases  which  for  a time  will  apparently  fail  to  be  decided  by  this  criterion,  but 
if  the  investigation  is  pursued  cautiously,  prudently  and  in  the  spirit  of  an 
earnest  seeker  after  truth,  the  result  cannot  be  long  doubtful. 

By  this  criterion  we  will  be  able  to  decide  those  cases  also  for  which  medi- 
cal men,  or  more  strictly,  physicians  for  the  insane,  have  been  said  to  have 
invented  a term  which  should  serve  as  a cloak  for  crime  and  prevent  the  exe- 
cution of  the  penalty  of  the  law  on  men  who  have  committed  gross  violations 
of  the  rights  of  their  fellows 

That  such  a doctrine  has  been  used  by  ingenious  advocates  to  attempt  to 
screen  great  offenders  cannot  be  denied,  but  because  such  doctrines  have  been 
abused  by  those  who  were  more  anxious  to  serve  their  client  than  to  advance 
the  cause  of  truth  and  justice,  only  proves  that  the  best  objects  may  be  per- 
verted to  the  worst  purposes. 

The  statement  is  not  that  men  who  have  led  a vicious  life  until  their  con- 
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sciences  are  seared  as  with  a hot  iron  are  morally  insane,  but  that  men  who 
have  led  correct  and  upright  lives,  have  been  all  that  could  be  desired  as 
members  of  society,  have,  after  an  attack  of  fever  or  some  severe  bodily  dis- 
ease, had  their  moral  powers  so  perverted  as  to  lead  them  to  the  commission 
of  acts  at  which  formerly  they  would  have  revolted,  and  their  mental  powers 
so  weakened  as  to  prevent  the  perception  of  the  incongruity  of  their  actions 
with  their  professions. 

If  the  decision  in  reference  to  the  existence  of  insanity  in  an  individual  be 
attended  in  many  cases  with  so  much  trouble,  how  are  we  to  ascertain  when 
a person  who  has  been  insane  is  restored  ? In  the  great  majority  of  cases 
no  one  who  has  observed  the  successive  stages  of  an  attack  of  insanity  can 
have  any  doubt  as  to  the  fact  of  restoration.  The  gradual  change  in  the  man- 
ner, the  actions,  the  expression  of  the  countenance,  the  tone  of  voice  and  the 
whole  demeanor  of  the  individual  is  such  as  to  impress  strongly  all  who  have 
been  associated  with  them.  But  there  are  cases  where  these  marks  are  not  so 
distinctly  found,  where  all  is  outwardly  correct,  where  a casual  observer  would 
fail  to  discover,  probably,  even  in  several  hours’  intercourse  where  the  source 
of  trouble  lay,  and  why  is  it  necessary  that  such  a person  should  be  under  re- 
straint. It  seems  harsh  and  unfeeling  to  deprive  a person. seemingly  so  well, 
of  the  full  enjoyment  of  their  liberty  They  may  be  those  whose  exalted 
views  of  self  prevent  their  mingling  in  the  affairs  of  ordinary  mortals;  those 
who  cloak  under  a polished  exterior  and  insinuating  manner  the  most  deadly 
designs  against  life  and  property ; those  who  are  bent  on  schemes  of  enter- 
prise and  undertakings  of  vast  magnitude  without  a qualitication  of  any  kind 
to  support  them ; those  who  are  given  to  indulgences  injurious  to  their  own 
health  and  happiness  and  calculated  to  bring  ruin  and  disgrace  to  their  families 
and  connections. 

Then,  again,  there  are  those  whose  periods  of  excitement  are  periodical,  and 
during  the  intervals  are  apparently  entirely  restored,  who,  under  the  hygienic 
regulations  of  a Hospital,  are  guarded  often  from  the  violence  of  their  par- 
oxysms, or  their  return  may  be  postponed  and  often  prevented  ; these  spend 
a calm  and  comfortable  life  in  the  Hospital,  but  exposed  to  the  excitements 
and  temptations  they  too  often  meet  in  their  ordinary  couise  in  society,  are  as 
sure  of  a violent  period  of  excitement  as  that  the  night  will  succeed  the  day. 

Still,  again,  there  is  a class  of  restless,  discontented  minds,  easily  excited, 
and  given  to  various  indulgences,  in  hopes  of  putting  off  the  evil  period  of 
excitement  or  depression  they  so  much  fear ; whose  perceptions  on  all  moral 
points  are  sadly  obtuse  ; whose  minds  are  quick  to  detect  any  thing  tending  to 
their  benefit,  and  as  quick  to  conceal  anything  which  may  tell  against  them  ; 
whose  insinuating  manner  and  ceaseless  plotting  and  cunning  are  sources  of 
infinite  perplexity  to  their  friends,  and  who  manifest  a pertinacity  in  urging 
their  claims,  in  comparison  with  which  all  ordinary  importunity  is  trifling. 

These,  and  more  which  might  be  mentioned,  can  only  be  known  and  their 
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peculiarities  understood  by  constant  and  careful  examination  conducted  with 
caution,  and  at  unexpected  as  well  as  at  expected  periods,  always  keeping  in 
mind  that  a decision,  involving  their  release  from,  or  continuance  in  restraint, 
must  be  in  accordance  with  that  great  law  of  humanity  which  requires  that 
the  peace,  the  happiness,  and  the  general  welfare  of  families  or  society  are 
not  to  be  placed  in  jeopardy  for  the  gratification  of  any  one  individual. 

From  the  farm  we  continue  to  receive  ample  returns  for  the  labor  bestowed, 
and  to  the  diligent  cultivation  of  the  garden  we  are  indebted  for  the  abun- 
dant supply  of  excellent  vegetables  with  which  we  are  furnished  throughout 
the  year.  Regarding  both  as  valuable  auxiliaries  in  the  treatment  by  the  oc- 
cupation they  afford  at  different  seasons,  we  continue  to  employ  them  very 
freely  with  that  view  and  with  decided  benefit  to  a large  number  every  year. 

The  grapery,  which  was  planted  two  years  since,  has  yielded  abundantly, 
and  holds  out  the  prospect  of  an  abundant  supply  of  that  pleasant  fruit  for 
the  use  of  our  household. 

The  museums  and  reading  rooms,  with  the  bowling  saloon,  afford  pleasant 
and  profitable  places  of  resort  at  those  periods  when  out  door  exercise  cannot 
be  taken,  and  much  benefit  has  been  derived  from  them. 

The  lectures  and  magic  lantern  exhibitions,  three  evenings  in  each  week, 
have  been  regularly  continued  during  six  months  of  the  year,  and  in  addition 
to  those  regularly  given  by  the  Assistant  Physicians,  we  are  under  great  obli- 
gations to  the  following  gentlemen  for  highly  interesting  lectures  delivered  by 
them  : to  Rev.  W.  C.  Cattell  for  three  lectures  on  Cuba,  to  Rev.  T.  H.  Rob- 
inson for  a lecture  on  Infusoria,  to  Rev.  F.  Moore  for  a lecture  on  the  Future 
Race  of  America,  and  to  Rev.  James  Colder  for  a lecture  on  Buddhism. 

To  A.  S.  Robinson,  of  Philadelphia,  we  are  indebted  for  a number  of  fine 
engravings,  framed,  for  the  decoration  of  the  wards. 

At  different  periods  during  the  summer  and  autumn  we  have  been  favored 
with  concerts  of  instrumental  music,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  following 
bands  for  their  efforts  to  entertain  our  household  : Second  Ohio  Regimental 
Band,  Milton  Silver  Cornet  Band,  and  the  Regimental  Bands  of  the  Eleventh, 
Forty-fifth,  Forty-sixth,  Forty-seventh,  Forty-eighth,  Fifty-first,  Fifty-second, 
and  Fifty-fourth  Regiments  of  Pennsylvania  Volunteers.

ordinary  care  and  attention,  to  provide  for  suitable  clothing,  and  to 

pay  for  all  such  necessary  articles  of  clothing  as  shall  be  procured  for 
by  the  Steward  of  the  said  Hospital,  and  to  remove  from  said  Hos- 
pital whenever  the  room  occupied  by  shall  be  required  for  a class  of 

patients  having  preference  by  law  to  be  received  into  said  Hospital ; and  if  he 
shall  be  removed  at  the  request  of  before  the  ex- 

piration of  six  calendar  months  after  admission,  to  pay  board  for  twenty-six 
weeks,  unless  he  shall  be  sooner  cured.  Also,  to  pay,  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lar, for  all  damages  he  may  do  to  the  furniture  or  other  property  of  said 
Hospital,  and  for  reasonable  charges  in  case  of  elopement,  and  funeral  charges 
in  case  of  death.

therefore  the  condition  of  this  obligation  is,  that  if  the  said  obligors  shall 
pay  to  the  said  Treasurer,  or  his  successor  in  office,  the  sum  of 
dollars  and  cents  per  week,  for  the  board  of  said  patient,  so  long 

as  shall  continue  in  said  Hospital,  with  such  extra  charges  as  may  be 

occasioned  by  requiring  more  than  ordinary  care  and  attention,  and 

shall  provide  for  suitable  clothing,  and  shall  pay  for  all  such  necessary 
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articles  of  clothing  as  shall  be  procured  for  by  the  Steward  of  said 

Hospital,  and  shall  remove  from  said  flospital  whenever  required  to 

do  so  by  the  Superintendent ; and  if  he  shall  be  removed  by  the  request  of 
either  of  us,  or  by  any  one  before  the  expiration  of  three  calendar  months 
after  the  reception,  then  if  said  obligors  pay  board  for  thirteen  weeks,  unless 
should  be  sooner  cured,  and  if  they  also  pay,  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lars, for  all  damages  may  do  to  the  furniture  or  other  property  of  the 

Hospital,  and  for  reasonable  charges  in  case  of  death;  such  payment  for  board 
and  clothing  to  be  made  iu  advance  quarterly,  and  at  the  time  of  removal, 
with  interest  on  each  bill  from  and  after  the  time  it  becomes  due,  then  this 
obligation  to  be  void,  otherwise  to  remain  in  force.

ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a patient  (unless  when  committed  by 
order  of  a court)  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with  the  certificate  of 
a physician  that  he  has  seen  and  examined  the  individual,  and  believes  him 
or  her  to  be  insane,  with  a request  from  a near  relative  or  a friend  that  the  pa- 
tient may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  and  a bond,  with  satisfactory  security, 
for  the  payment  of  board  and  other  expenses  while  in  the  institution.  All 
private  patients  thus  received,  shall  make  a payment  of  thirteen  weeks’  board 
in  advance,  when  brought  to  the  Hospital;  and  if  taken  away  uncured,  and 
against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Superintendent,  within  that  period,  no 
part  of  said  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

2.  Whenever  a patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  order  of  any  court,  justice 
or  judge,  the  order  or  warrant,  or  a copy  thereof,  by  which  such  person  is 
sent,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

3.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean,  and  be 
free  from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4 Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a 
new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  of  strong  woolen  cloth,  three 
pairs  of  woolen  socks,  a black  stock  or  cravat,  a good  hat  or  cap,  a pair  of  new 
shoes  or  boots,  together  with  a comfortable  outside  garment. 

5.  Each  female  patient,  in  addition  to  the  same  quantity  of  under  gar- 
ments, shoes  and  stockings,  shall  have  a flannel  petticoat,  two  good  dresses, 
also,  a cloak,  or  other  outside  garment.  In  case  the  patient  is  so  much  ex- 
cited as  not  to  admit  of  being  thus  clothed,  other  clothing  that  can  be  kept 
on,  that  is  comfortable  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  with  a change  thereof,  may 
be  substituted. 
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6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved,  and  when  they 
attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  preserved. 
In  all  cases  the  patient’s  best  clothing  should  be  sent ; it  will  be  carefully 
preserved,  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  men- 
tioned. Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  should 'be 
left  at  home,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost. 

7.  A written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if 
possible,  some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him  to 
the  Hospital, from  whom  minute  but  often  essential  particulars  may  be  learned. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending  and  attendance,  for  all 
who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a week. 
For  private  patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their  friends,  the 
price  varies  from  three  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense 
incurred,  and  according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  paid  by  a 
special  agreement  with  the  Superintendent,  for  extra  attention  and  accommo- 
dations. When  patients  are  sent  by  the  county  or  township  authorities,  pay- 
ment is  required  at  the  time  of  admission,  for  twenty-six  weeks  in  advance, 
and  quarterly  afterwards.  When  the  patient  is  supported  by  the  friends, 
payments  are  required  quarterly,  in  advance. 

9.  A bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the  payment  of 
the  board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  discharged, 
of  all  persons. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  such  a bond ; and,  if 
strangers,  bring  evidence  of  their  responsibility.

The  friends  of  patients  making  application  for  admission  into  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Lunatic  Hospital,  at  Harrisburg,  are  requested,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  family  physician,  to  annex  full  and  complete  answers  to  the  following 
questions  : 

1.  What  is  the  patient’s  name? 

What  is  the  age? 

Is  single  or  married  ? 

2.  Where  was  born  ? 

Where  is  present  residence  ? 

3.  What  is  occupation  ? 

If  a female,  that  of  the  husband  or  father. 

4.  When  did  the  first  symptoms  of  insanity  occur,  and  in  what  manner? 

5.  Is  this  the  first  attack  ? if  others,  when  and  what  were  their  duration  ? 

6.  Has  the  patient  any  permanent  hallucination?  and  what  is  its  nature? 

7.  Has  the  patient  any  disposition  to  injure  others?  if  so,  is  it  from  pre- 

meditation or  sudden  passion  ? 

8.  Does  the  propensity  to  suicide  exist  ? Has  the  patient  ever  made  an 

attempt?  if  so,  in  what  manner? 

9.  Has  the  patient  a disposition  to  destroy  clothing,  furniture,  &c.? 

Is  the  patient  cleanly  in  habits? 

10.  What  was  the  patient’s  natural  disposition  ? Was  there  any  peculiarity 

or  eccentricity  ? 

11.  Have  any  members  of  the  family  ever  been  insane  ? On  the  father’s  or 

mother’s  side? 

12.  Has  the  patient  ever  been  addicted  to  the  intemperate  use  of  intoxi- 

cating drinks,  opium  or  tabacco  ? Does  the  patient  indulge  in  any 
improper  habits  ? 

13.  Has  the  patient  ever  had  an  injury  of  the  head,  epilepsy,  or  any  heredi- 

tary disease,  sudden  suppression  of  any  eruption  or  accustomed  dis- 
charge ? 

14.  What  is  the  cause  of  this  attack  ? 

15.  Has  any  restraint  or  confinement  been  resorted  to  ? If  so,  of  what  kind 

and  for  how  long  ? 

16.  Has  the  patient  received  any  medical  treatment  ? has  been  bled, 

cupped  or  blistered  ? 

17.  State  any  other  particulars  of  the  jpatient’s  history,  which  may  have  a 

bearing  on  the  present  attack.
